The  Wayzata  makes  runner  plants  in  limited  quanities, 
but  joins  a  number  of  new  plants  with  new  roots  to  the 
mother  plant.  This  combination  of  plants  appear  as  one 
large  plant  with  a  number  of  crowns,  which  is  the 
reason  the  Wayzata  outbears  all  other  Everbearing 
Strawberries.  Nature  provides  each  crown  with  a  num- 
ber  of  fruit-stems  and  blooms  which  are  formed  before 
winter,  remaining  dormant  until  plants  are  transplanted 
in  spring,  which  come  to  bloom  shortly  after.  “In 
other  words  you  get  an  extra  crop  of  berries”  in  spring 
— then  they  bear  again  in  late  summer  and  fall.  We 
recommend  these  large  plants  for  Hill  System  Culture 
especially  for  small  plots  and  gardens,  planting  them 
20  in.  by  20  in.

FOLIAGE.  The  foliage  is  dark  green,  stands  8  to  10 
inches  high.  The  crowns  often  multiply  10-fold  or  more, 
which  accounts  for  their  heavy  fruiting  quality.  However, 
since  they  are  so  busy  directing  their  energy  to  fruiting, 
they  do. not  make  as  many  new  plants  as  other  Everbearers.

At  this  writing,  October  22nd,  there  are  still  lots  of  berries 
and  blooms  on  the  vines  and  the  harvest  will  continue  until 
snow  flies.

The  foliage  is  tall  and 
heavy  and  protects  the  blooms  from  late  spring  freezes. 
The  berries  are  beautiful  glossy,  bright  red 
to  the  core.  It  has  a  tough  skin,  firm  flesh 
and  a  wonderful  mild  and  juicy  flavor.  An 
excellent  canner  and  one  of  the  few  varieties 
that  keeps  its  color  after  preserving. 

We  have  fruited  them  for  the  past  five 
years  and  find  they  keep  their  fancy  appear' 
ance  to  the  last  picking.  For  test  purposes 
we  have  left  part  of  a  row  unpicked  for  a 
week  in  very  hot  weather  and  found  that 
very  few  berries  were  overripe  or  unfit  for 
shipment  at  the  end  of  the  week.  This  shows 
the  firmness  of  this  variety  and  is  of  particular 
interest  to  the  commercial  grower  who  often 
finds  weather  conditions  which  prevent  reg¬ 
ular  picking  of  berries. 


BLAKEMORE  PRODUCES  THE  FIRM- 
EST  BERRIES  of  the  entire  Strawberry 
family,  has  replaced  other  varieties  in  some  southern 
states  and  was  planted  more  in  states  further  north  dur¬ 
ing  the  extremely  rainy  season  last  spring.
